"Nothing  new  is  being 
asked  for,"  Komet  said.  "The 
statistical  reports  will  be  less 
complicated  this  year.”  Finan- 
cial reports  arc  required  at  the 
middle  and  end  of  the  fiscal 
year,  she  said,  and  program- 
matic reports  require  nothing 
more  than  what  Metco  Coord- 
inator Thelma  Burns  submit- 
ted under  separate  cover  in 
May. 

"We  are  the  last  town  to 
sign  the  agreement,"  Komet 
pointed  out.  Rockland,  anoth- 
er town  wary  about  assigning 
signatures  to  their  proposal, 
finally  signed  last  Tuesday, 
she  said. 


"Technically  we  shouldn't 
be  considered.”  Komet  re- 
marked. as  most  communities’ 
proposals  have  already  been 
reviewed  and  accepted  by  the 
state  Board.  "However,  the 
committee  will  meet  again 
August  28."  she  said,  to 
review  Cohasset 's  late  pro- 
posal. 

The  Committee  also  discus- 
sed the  legislation  now  being 
considered  by  a sub-commit- 


tee that  would  give  Metco, 
Inc.  supervision  of  the  local 
coordinators.  "There  is  little 
chance  of  the  bill  passing  this 
year."  Kornet  reported.  It  was 
further  noted  that  EEO.  the 
State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion and  school  committees  in 
general  were  not  in  favor  of 
the  bill. 

Superintendent  John  Mal- 
oney noted  one  other  Metco 
requirement  that  had  changed
